capital. Premier Poincare gave Sun- 
day what is considered his prelimin- 
ary answer to Great Britains repara- 
tions attitude. 


His real answer of course, will be in 


reply to the note Great Britain n-ill 
propose as a joint allied reply to Ger- 
many. 


France, he asserted, stands unalter- 


ably for the complete execution of the 
treaty of Versailles and the full pay- 
ment by Germany of 132.000.000.000 
gold marks, the sum fixed at the Lon- 
don conference. France, he added, op- 
poses the appointment of an interna- 
tional finance commission to reconsid- 
er Germany's debt and supplant the 
Reparations commission. 


No more concessions will be made by 


France, was the gist of his address. 


Pails—Premier Po'ncare's 
address 


at Senlis Sunday was a mere reitera- 
tion of the yrench government's pol-. 


' icy and was not intended as a reply to 


the recent reparations speech of Pre- 
mier Baldwin of Great Britain, it was 
explained in official circles here Mon- 
day. The entire address with the ex- 
ception of a few paragraphs, was writ- 
ten before the British premier spoke. 
It was stated.

World War Victims Seek Legis- 


lative Program To Change 


Present Status 


Washington—A Ugislative program 


calling "for adjusted compensation for 
World War veterans and 
affecting 


their rehabilitation, -hospital care^-and 
insurance, will be pressed upon con- 
gress when-it convenes in December 
by the Disabled American Veterans of 
the World War. 
The program, based 


on recommendations adopted by the 
third annual convention of the organ- 
ization held recently at Minneapolis. 
Minn.} was announced here Monday. 
The proposals provide a rating of 
total permanent disability for veter- 
ans who have been given hospital 
care for 12 consecutive months, and 
that' all veterans *'o rated and those 
being treated at home shall receive 
the same family allowance as given 
veterans' bureau trainees. An effort 
will also be made to have all veterans 
recommended for permanent total dis- 
ability rating carried 
on this roll 


temporarily pending' final award. 


Total 
disability ratings 
will 
he 


sought for men rntitled to training, 
which has been declared not to be 
feasible, and a rating of 50 per cent 
permanent disability will be asked for 
men discharged from hospitals with 
a diagnosis of arrested or quiescent 
tuberculosis.

TWO WAR AREAS PASS 


The -world is- so loud with plans for 


peace, and its mind buzzing so frantically 
with theories, that practical steps 
for 


peace sometimes pass unnoticed. Certain- 
ly this should not be the fate of the two 
great peace events of this week, which 
occurred almost simultaneously in Paris 
and Lausanne. 


For many months the world has waited 


upon France to ratify the naval limita- 
tion and four power treaties signed un- 
der the Briand administration. Rumors 
•passed that France was to utilize her po- 
sition to force concessions or obtain re- 
venge for our faihire to cooperate in the 
League of Nations. 
Of late the report 


had issued of a proposal to cut France 
out of the Pacific agreement, and sign it 
as a United States-Great Britain-Japan 
treaty. All of this would have been ex- 
ceedingly regrettable, for France is now 
the strongest military power and peace 
requires her cooperation more than that 
of any other nation. Italy is her satellite, 
and Belgium: as France goes, they usual- 
ly go also. There is no question that the 
Washington treaties are the one practical 
peace move of the past three years; their 
failure, which had begun to be forecast, 
would have written itself into history as a 
world tragedy. 


But France has taken its place with the 


neighbors in the movement for naval re- 
duction and in the Pacific pact. 
The 


chamber of deputies has ratified(the trea- 
ties and the senate's ratification is de- 
clared a matter of hours. A load is lifted 
from the whole world's chest. 


The Lausanne treaty brings a new dem- 


ocratic Turkey into Europe, recognizes 
that Turk and Greek alike carry a blood 
guilt for the affair at Anatolia, and speeds 
that part of the world off to a new start. 
Mistakes in the Near east were made not 
only by the little powers -but even more 
tragically by the great nations which 
financed and spurred them. ' They have 
paid for their selfishness and foolishness 
by numerous concessions to Turkey. 
There was no other way out. and a cer- 
tain rough justice was obtained by the 
treaty. No doubt Angora will ratify it. 


The trouble spot of the Pacific, and the 


trouble spot of the Near east, are erased 
for a time from the potential war areas 
cf the world. 
There is no evadine the 


importance of this gratifying lease. How 
long it will hold depends upon a larger 
question—the establishing of world agen- 
cies to enforce peace, and of a world at- 
titudev to back «p these agencies: the 
restoration 
of trust and 
friendliness. 


above all. in central Europe.

TO PASS IS TOO FREQUENTLY TO KAIL 
About one-third of all school children are subjects 


Of malnutrition: of all who are malnourished the 
majority are the children of families in- comfortable 
financial Circumstances. Such a very common con- 
dition Is ignored by parents and physicians in many 
cases: since the child is not sick in bed or not under 
the care of a doctor, he is considered fair game for 
everybody to pick on. 
If he falls behind In his 


school studies, more pressure is used at home and 
in school. If he fails he is probably deemed "lazy." 
If he passes it Is probably at grave cost to his sub 
sequent health. From the ranks of malnourished 
children wrongly treated or managed are recruited 
life's failures and misfits, neurotics and physical 
wercks. The examination of recruits for army serv- 
ice showed barely 50 per cent of the youns men of 
the country physically fit: all of these unlit younp 
men were school children yesterday, many of them 
malnourished, but it was nobody's concern. 


Underweight in proportion to height is only one 


of the stpns of malnutrition. 
The malnourished 


child is irritable, tires easily, has poor physical and 
mental endurance and is sometimes neglected on 
the theory that he or she is "nervous" like mother 
or some other member of the family. 
Often there 


are lines under the eyes, pallor, "kernels" on the 
sides of the neck, enlarged tonsils or adenoids. An 
Important sign is faulty posture, especially fatigue 
posture, that Is. an appearance similar to the stoop 
which occurs in elderly persons 
from 
muscular 


weakness, instead of the vigorous erect posture of 
the normal child. Frequent postural changes In 
malnutrition are round shoulders, flat chest, lateral 
curvature of the spine (one shoulder higher than the 
others, ptosis or prominent sagging belly and pro- 
nated feet (weak ankles) or flat feet. 


A common mistake of well to do parents, once 


,.hey are awakened to the fact that a child is mal- 
nourished, is that the child will do better in some 
other climate. If any journey Is undertaken with 
his purpose it is usually futile, for the child returns 
vith little evidence of progress unless the funda- 
mental of the condition has been sought and reme- 
died. 
The fundamental cause of malnutrition In a. given 


case is not determined by Intuition, the opinion of 
neighbors, grandmother's lore or Mrs. Jones' little 
boy's case which had the Identical symptoms Johnny 
presents. It can't be gibly pointed out by a school 
nurse, condemning tonsils and adenoids eenie-mee- 
ni» fashion. It is erroneous to ascribe the malnu- 
.rition to the fancy that Uncle Henry or. Grandfa- 
her Brown was "nervous' 'too. No physician can 
ndicate the cause of malnutrition by feeling the 
child's pulse and glancing at the tongue. The indi- 
•idual case must be studied by the physician: when 
carefully studied the real cause can be'- determined 
ilmost without exception, the correct remedy ap- 
>Hed and the child placed in a condition free to gain. 
The gams are made in such circumstances are oft- 
in marvelous.

;o long restrained her.

Reasons Why the Transportation Act 
of 1920 Should Not Be Changed 
A CONSTRUCTIVE BJEASURE: The Transportation Act provides the 


"basis and specifies the method of arriving at just and reasonable rates. It is a 
piece of highly constructive legislation and was enacted after a most careful 
and exhaustive study. It clarified and gave certainty to the then- existing 
law and promises justice to all. It did not guarantee the carriers -against 
loss subsequent to August 31, 1920. 


SECTION 15a—RULE OP RATE-MAKING: This section of the Act 


provides a basis for fixing rates that" will produce revenue sufficient to meet 
operating costs, taxes and a 5% per cent return xvpon the value of the property 
used for transportation purposes, as ascertained by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. This is fair to the public and is intended to be fair to the in- 
vestor. It does not create any new principles, but defines clearly principles 
which were established by the Federal Constitution and have been repeatedly 
applied by the Courts. 


SECTION 13—CO-OPERATION BETWEEN COMMISSIONS: 
This 


section insures a uniform system of state and interstate rates. It protects and 
maintains the supremacy of interstate rates and denies to. the state the power 
to nullify or disregard rates established by the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion. 
It clarifies and reaffirms the principles of our Constitution, abolishing 


the cause of many contentions and frequent litigation over rates, and has 
for its justification many of the reasons underlying the adoption of the Con- 
stitution. It makes it possible for .the Federal Government to establish and 
maintain its interstate rates, and to secure the co-operation of the state com- 
missions, and thereby to simplify the railroad problem. 


NATIONAL PROGRESS: Our nation is making progress. Our wealth 


is increasing. 
Our commerce is expanding. 
Our future prosperity is de- 


pendent largely upon adequate transportation. 
It is imperative, therefore, 


that the regulation of railroads shall be just and wise. This is what the Trans- 
portation Act undertakes to establish. 


TRANSPORTATION ACT SHOULD HAVE A PAIR TRIAL: The 


Transportation Act has been in effect a little over three years. During that 
time the commerci;il conditions have been very abnormal in this and other 
countries, and the Transportation Act has not been tested under normal con- 
ditions. It has only partially realized the benefits contemplated, but has 
justified itself, and should be continued in effect until experience demon- 
strates the need of a change. *

The dog population of Wisconsin is^ 


declining at the rate of 20.000. In 1920 
there were 247.000 dogs in the stater- 
according to A. E. Alexander of the 
state department of agriculture.

1922 the dog population decreased to 
220.000 and this year, according to 
official figures, has dropped to 200.000. 


Data on dogs is compiled under the 


law passed by the legislature requir- 
ing the licensing of all dogs. The li- 
cense money is used to pay the dam- 
ages done to farmers' live stock by 
dogs. * Records of the 
department 


show that during July. 1920. to Jan. 
1, J922. 540.000 was paid to farmers in 
the Plate for damages to animals done 
by dogs.

San 
Francisco—Many 
beginners 


think that diving is jumping into the 
water. 


But they usually learn 
from ex- 


perience that the water can give hard 
knocks when entered improperly. And 
they are lucky if they do not also 
discover from experience that an im- 
proper dive may cause a swimmer to 
strike his head agpinst the bottom of 
the tank. 


So it will pay you to learn diving 


slowly and thoroughly before you at- 
tempt dives or "jump-ins" of your 
own invention. 


The hands play a very important 


part in diving. They are the "break" 
which parts the water. 


To get the correct position, raise 


your arms straight up. then cross the 
palm of the left hand over the back 
of the right hand, "locking" 
your 


thumbs. 


Now kneel on the edge of the pool 


and bend the body forward until the 
chin is as far forward as possible. 
Extend your arms in front of you. 
"co.vering" the ears, and fix your 
hands for diving. 


HEAD COXTROLS BODY 


Inhale a deep breath and "fall" into 


the water, hands and head first.. 


Keep the arms and head in the 


starting position until the body is 
under water: then come to the sur- 
face by pointing the fingers up and 
raising the head and shoulders. 


Always remember that 
the head 


control? the position of the body both 
in the air and in the water, and that 
it is the means of directing your 
course. Upon entering the water, the 


hands and head should be down to 
carry you under properly: to regain 
the surface, they should be raised. 


Practice the fall-in described above 


until you enter the water naturally, 
easily and without a last minute de- 
sire to hold back, then progress to the 
standing fall-in. 


For this, you stand on the edge of 


the pool, toes gripping the erge. knees 
flexed. 
Bend forward, assuming the 


same position with the arms and up- 
per body that you took for the kneei- 
ng fall-in, and enter the water by 
rising on the toes and falling forward, 
holding the entire body in the start- 
ing position until it is submerged. Of 
course, the' hands and head 
enter 


first. 


-MASTER FALL-IN 


Remember not to stiffen or straight- 


en the body when falling forward, or 
you will fall flat on the water's sur- 
face—with 
painful 
consequences to 


yourself. 
In diving the body should 


enter the water at a 45-degree angle. 


After you are proficient in the fall- 


ins, you are ready for true diving. 


Take the same position you as- 


sumed for the standing fall-in, body 
bent 
forward, arms 
extended 
and 


knees flexed. 


Then quickly vise on the 
toes, 


straighten the knees and thus enter 
the water. 


As you did in the fall-in, keep your 


body in the starting position until it 
is completely submerged: then bring 
yourself to the surface by pointing 
the fingers upward and raising the 
head and shoulders. 


After you become used to this dive, 


you will be able to execute it without 
the preliminary bending forward or 
the necessity of getting correct posi- 
tion with the arm= and hands before 
diving off: you will assume these posi- 
tions while in the air. 


All the fancy diving you see is 


founded on this elementary dive: so 
you will want to master it thoroughly 
before attempting more spectacular 
efforts.
